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PREFACE. 


The sixth volume of the registers of the archbishops of 
York contains that of Thomas of Corbridge, who presided 
over that see from the spring of 1300 to the autumn of 
1304. The volume, like some of the others which had got 
into bad condition, has been rebound in citron-coloured 
morocco leather. The volume contains 325 folios, four 
being of paper on which Torre has written an index of con¬ 
tents. At the commencement before the foliation begins, 
is the following entry: In the Exchequer, 7th Sept., 1818. 
Between Henry Kempson, clerk, complainant, and John 
Tennant, defendant. At the execution of a commission for 
examination of witnesses in this cause this Book was pro¬ 
duced and shown to Joseph Buckle the younger, and by him 
deposed unto at the time of his examination to the second 
Interrogatory on the part of the complainant. Before us 
Wm. Sharp, W. B. Thomas, Jno. Coates. There is 
another entry of the same date in a case in which the 
complainant was the same, and the defendants were John 
York, John Geldard, John Abbotson, Richard Blackwell, 
and Ambrose Blackwell. 

After deducting the four pages in paper from the 325 
folios, further deductions must be made of nine folios (251- 
260) omitted when the folios were renumbered, ten folios 
blank, leaving 302. To these must be added six folios 
omitted in the numbering, making 308. Of these 308 no 
fewer than 210 are interpolations, for the most part of 
smaller size than the register, which is about 12 by 8| inches, 
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for the folios vary somewhat in size. Thus the register 
proper contains only 98 folios. Very many of the inter¬ 
polations are of great interest and include original letters, 
amongst others one from Margaret, queen of Edward I 
(no. 374), and one from Robert Bruce, before he was king, 
which will appear in the second part. 

I have again to thank Mr. A. V. Hudson, the diocesan 
registrar, for his kindness in granting me free access to the 
original, and to Mr. A. Hamilton Thompson for reading the 
proofs and for much other assistance, some of which is 
acknowledged in the Addenda.

P. 62, note 1, 1. 7. After on the insert 5th of the. 

P. 78, first side note, last line. For parish read parishes. 

P. 79, no. 217. The order referred to is the bull Periculoso, the contents 
and effects of which are fully treated in Miss Power’s book on Medieval 
English Nunneries. 

P. 81, 1. 1. Delete de Nassington. 

P. 125, no. 319. The identity of Bonshommes w’itb Grandimontines is 
rather doubtful. The origin of the English Bonshommes at Ashridge and 
Edington is obscure, but they do not seem to have had any connection 
with Grandmont, and those at Edington were Austin canons, probably 
with some slight difference in the colour of their habit. Ashridge does not 
seem to me to have differed much from a secular chantry college. There 
is no satisfactory information about Bonshommes abroad; even the general 
statement that they wore a blue habit is little more than a tradition. The 
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idea that they were friars is wrong; they evidently belonged to the class of 
canons regular, like the Trinitarians, which came into being in circumstances 
very like those of many communities of Austin friars, but whose houses, 
like those of the Austin canons, had possessions. The Grandimontines, 
who were neither monks nor canons, but simply religious clerks, wore black 
habits. Grandmont did not become an abbey till 1317.— a.h.t. 

P. 141, no. 375, 1 . 1. For Thurgoston read Thurgorton. 

P. 169, note 1. Possibly the churches quas optinent refers merely 
to appropriated churches, not to all churches of which St. Mary’s abbey 
had the advowson. Some of those mentioned ( e.g . Sessay) were not appro¬ 
priated. On the other hand Huggate, the only church in Harthill, was not 
appropriated. In such a case, however, the subsidy might be demanded 
on a pension payable by the rector and the patrons.— a.h.t. 

P. 199, no. 545. In view of no. 543, the date of which is only three days 
later, it would look very much as if William of Wetwang was the subprior 
of Kirkham. 

P. 210, 11 . 24, 25. Welbeck and Lenton were exempt houses, and so 
were not liable to visitation by the archbishop, who could only demand 
hospitality. 

P. 2i2, no. 587. It does not appear why there was no abbot at Rufford. 

P. 223, note, 11 . 4, 5. Woughton (Bucks.) is the modern form of Woketon. 
1 think that Tiveresholt is surely Teversall, although diocese York appears to 
be omitted from the papal letter. I know no form of Eversholt with an 
initial T, and, if I remember right, the old forms are Evereshawe or Evere- 
sawe. The indexes to the Cal. Papal Letters contain many wild identifica¬ 
tions, and here the text of the register gives the right clue.— a.h.t. 

P. 232, note 1. Barton is possibly Barton-in-the-Clav, Beds., which was 
a rectory; but others are possible, e.g. Barton Seagrave and Earls Barton 
(both Northants) were rectories at this date. Neither this nor Halton 
could be identified, without reference to the Lincoln Registers; but Halton 
Holgate, Lines., is the most likely Halton.— a.h.t. 

P. 235, 1 . 4. ‘ Septismes ’ or ‘septimae’ were the contributions made 

by non-resident canons at Lincoln to the yearly dividends of the residents. 
They amounted to one-seventh of the yearly taxation of each prebend.

Osgodby, in the parish of 
Hemingbrough, whence he derived 
his name, is not far from Hambleton. 
Canon Raine, in his History of Hem¬ 
ingbrough (pp. 304-307), gives an ac¬ 
count of the family of Osgodby. He 
mentions a Jordan de Hamelton or 
Osgodby, almost certainly a col¬ 
lateral ancestor of both Osgodby 
and Hambleton. Adam was the 
son of Robert de Osgodby, who was 
living in 1284, and brother of 
Richard, vicar of Bubwith, who 
succeeded his brother in the prebend 
of Ulleskelf in 1316 ( C.P.R ., 1313- 
1317, p. 534). All his preferments 
were due to the Crown. He was 
inducted into Gargrave in 1293, but 
had not been instituted almost 
two years later (Reg. Romeyn, i, 134, 
150). In 1298 he was Keeper of the 
Rolls (C.P.R., 1292-1301, p. 328), 
and a year later had a grant of the 
prebend of Ulleskelf in York Min¬ 
ster (ibid., p. 437). In 1307 he was 
appointed custodian of the conversi, 
the converted Jews (ibid., 1307-

He was 
also possessed of a prebend in the 
church of Burford, co.

98). He was in constant associa¬ 
tion with Hambleton. He was 
present when the Great Seal was 
delivered to Hambleton in the little 
Exchequer at Westminster on Jan.

1316 (writ dated Oct. 1), when he 
died seised of land in Ulleskelf and 
6 marks rent in Yapham, and of 
property in Newhay in Drax which 
he had given in his lifetime to his 
brother Walter.

A female Grandisson mar¬ 
ried a de Wvppeyns and was mother 
of Gerard de Wyppeyns, archdeacon 
of Richmond and bishop of Lau¬ 
sanne (1301-9), in succession to 
bishop William de Champvent. He 
was ultimately translated to Basle 
which he held till his death in 1325. 
One of the Grandissons married a 
daughter of Ulrich, count of Neu- 
chcltel, now in Switzerland, a near 
relation of Henry iii’s queen. This 
probably accounts for the occur¬ 
rence of the name above.

making this payment the religious 
became subject to the papal dis¬ 
pleasure, which does not appear to 
have affected the secular clergy, and 
it became necessary for such offen¬ 
ders as had celebrated whilst in a 
state of excommunication to get 
absolved from the excommunica¬ 
tion into which they had fallen by 
contributing to such a subsidy. The 
bull " Clericis laicos ” is printed in 
the Chronicon Walteri de Heming- 
burgh, ii, 113, where there is a fairly 
full account of the different circum¬ 
stances relating to the quarrel be¬ 
tween the king and the clergy.

1 Ducange as usual has unlocked 
the mystery. The decumani in the 
church of Milan were known later as 
capellani titulares or canonici vicarii, 
and seem, from the quotations given, 
to have been resident chaplains in 
priests’ orders, forming a college and 
holding prebends by the allocation 
of common funds. They seem to 
have taken precedence after the 
canons of the chapter, and to have 
had the right of occupying canons’ 
stalls in their absence. Their num¬ 


ber is not given, nor is any definite 
reason assigned for their name, 
which was in use as early as a.d. 
1000. They were not canons’ 
vicars, but canons-vicars. In fact 
they were in much the same posi¬ 
tion as the berefellarii of Beverley, 
with this exception, that they do 
not seem to have had special stalls 
assigned to them in the quire. The 
word vicarii seems to be applied to 
them merely by analogy with the

were bound to residence, and to 
distinguish them from the actual 
canons, but their real status, like 
that of the berefellarii, was probably 
that of personae. This, at any rate, 
is the most likely conclusion about 
them. The term decumani sug¬ 
gests that, like the berefellarii, again, 
they were occupied with iooking 
after the tithes of the church, and 
formed a college of clerks whose 
duty was to keep the accounts of 
the common fund. Decumanus 
certainly is equivalent to a tax- 
gatherer, decumanus ager being land 
that pays tithe. On the other hand 
there is the military sense of decu¬ 
manus, a member of the tenth co¬ 
hort; but I cannot see what eccle¬ 
siastical analogy there can be to 
this, unless their common hall was 
near to the porta decumana of 
Mediolanum. If this was so, I 
think that Ducange would have 
mentioned it. Canonica is simply 
a college or corporate body of 
canons. So the right reading un¬ 
doubtedly is ' archipresbiterum 


canonice decumanorum Mediolanen- 
sium,’ archpriest of the canons’ col¬ 
lege of Milan. The term arch¬ 
priest is equivalent in such a case to 
dean or warden; in England there 
were arch-priests of colleges at 
Haccombe and at Bere Ferrers in 
Exeter diocese, and at Burton in the 
Isle of Wight. Ducange gives plenty 
of instances of canonica—canoni- 
corum coetus (A.H.T.).
